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INTRODUCTION. 



Good correspondence is the mainspring of business. The 
ability to write a brief, clear, accurate business letter, is an 
invaluable qualification, and of great practical utility. 

Merchants, as a rule, attach much importance to correspond- 
ence, because letters often partake of the nature of contracts 
involving grave interests, which may be enhanced or prejudiced 
by the letters passing between the parties concerned. 

To learn to state on paper, with ease and elegance, one's 
thoughts as to mercantile matters, is a task of considerable 
difficulty. It is an art that can not be acquired wholly from 
books or in the school. To conduct a business correspondence 
with intelligence and success, requires a thorough knowledge 
of business customs and transactions, which can only be 
acquired by actual experience. 

But books can do much toward the formation of accurate 
habits of thinking, and the acquisition of skill in the use of 
language. If the learner is made familiar, by constant and 
habitual use, with the best forms of phraseology in mercantile 
literature, the task is more than half mastered. 

All arts are learned chiefly by imitation. Hence it is believed 
that letter-writing can best be learned by writing from dicta- 
tion, copying, and reconstructing good specimens of letters. 

The letters given in the following pages, although not ex- 
pressing the precise and delicate shades of every circumstance 
connected with business, are designed to be thus used,

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The Comma {,). 

The Comma is used — 

1. To separate words of the same kind. 

Examples. — The camp is in a dark, desolate region. No one can 
describe his scorn, loathing, and contempt. 

2. To separate similar pairs of words, or similar phrases. 

Examples. — Young and old, rich and poor, high and low, worsh p 
together. They live in seclusion, in poverty, and in disgrace. 

3. To set off appositive elements. 

Example. — Lincoln, the great statesman, was assassinated. 

4. To set off independent elements. 
Examples.— O king, live forever ! Watch, sentry, watch. 

6. To set off adjective and adverbial phrases. 

Examples. — The chief, fired by ambition, was unwilling to stop in his 
career of conquest.

The Colon (;). 

The Go/on is used — 

1. After an expression that introduces a quotation, or an 
enumeration. 



Examples.— He spoke as follows: Mr. Chairman. I ohject to the 
easure, etc. The following person 
Fellows ; Treasurer, Geo. E. Harvey.

2. After a salutation in a formal discourse, or letter. 

Example.— Sir : Tour communication, etc. 

Note. — No definite rule can he ^iven for any other use of the colon, 
because the best writers do not use it uniformly. Indeed it is going out 
of use. 

The Period (.)• 
The Period is used — 

1. After declarative and imperative sentences. 
Examples.— The pen is mightier than the sword. Go in peace, 

2. After abbreviations. 
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The Interrogation (?). 

The point of Interrogation is placed after all direct quei- 
tions. 

SxAMPLS.— How far is it to New York ? 

The Mocclamation (/)• 

The point of Exclamation is placed after all expressions 
that indicate strong emotion. 

EXAMPLXS. — Ah me I How sweet the moonlight ileeps upon this 
banki 

The Parenthesis ( ). 

The Parenthesis is used to enclose a remark, reference, or 
explanation supplementary to the leading idea of the sentence, 
and which may be omitted without injury to the sense. 

Example. — As the murderers, or executioners (call them as you will) 
dragged him along, he recognized me. 

The Quotation {^' ^^). 

The marks of Quotation are used to enclose quoted expres- 
sions. 

BxAMPLK.— '* Stay with us a few days,'' said my aunt. 

The Dash {—). 
The Dash is used — 

1. In place of the parenthesis. 

Ex AMPLE— Every one of the speakers— I cannot think of a single 
exception — was a Socialist.

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STRUCTURE OF A LETTER. 

The Paper. 

The Paper that should be used in business letter-writing, 
is the ordinary letter-paper, the size of the sheets being 
about eight and one-half by ten inches. Envelopes of a* 
suitable size, about No. 6, or No. 6^, should be used. 

The Heading. 

The Heading consists of the name of the place where the 
letter is written, and the date of writing. In a city, the door 
number and street, city, and state should be given. If the 
city is very large, the name of the state may be omitted. 

If written, the heading should begin near the middle of 
the page, on the first ruled line, about an inch and a half 
from the top of the sheet, and should never occupy more 
than three lines. 

If it is placed on more than one line, each succeeding line 
should begin about three-fourths of an inch farther to the 
right than the preceding one. (See p. ?5. ) 

Business men generally have their letter-headings printed, 
giving the firm name, the kind af business, the door number 
and street (if such is the case), the town or city, and often 
the trade-mark and other* details, the arrangement being 
governed by the laws of symmetry. (See p. 76.) 

The Margin. 

A blank Margin, about three-fourths of an inch wide, 
should be left on the left-hand side of the page. (See p t5,) 

OChe Introduction. 

The IniroduGiion consists of the name and post-office ad- 
dress — the name and place of business or residence — of the 
person written to, and the salutation. 

It should begin on the first or second line below the date, 
at the marginal line. The name and address should not 
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occupy more than three lines, the arrangement being the 
same as that of the heading. (See p. T5.) Some title of 
courtesy should be put with the name, unless the person is a 
member of the Society of Friends. 

Mr. is put before a man's name; Messrs, ^ before the names 
of two or more persons taken together; Master^ before a 
boy's name; Miss^ before the name of an immarried woman; 
Misses y before the names of two or more unmarried women; 
MrS.^ before the name of a married woman; 2?r., before the 
name of a physician; JIon,y before the name of a person who 
holds or has held high public office; J^ev,^ before a clergy- 
man's name, Rev, Mr,^ if his Christian name is not given, and 
Rev. Dr,^ if he is a Doctor of Divinity. In this last case, 
Rev, may be placed before the name, and D, D, after it. His 
Excellency should be put before the name of the President, a 
Governor, or an Embassador. Esq, is placed after the name 
of a lawyer, or magistrate. 

A woman married to a titled husband, should ^receive the 
title of her husband ; as, Mrs, Dr, Jones ^ Mrs, Secretary 
Whitney^ Mrs. Gen John C, Fremont, 

The Salutation is the term of politeness or respect that 
immediately precedes the body of the letter. The salutations 
in common use are Sir^ Dear Sir^ Dear SirSj Gentlemen^ 
Madam ^ Dear Madam ^ and Ladies*^ none of which should ever 
be abbreviated. 

It should be placed on the first line below the address, 
three-fourths of an inch to the right of the marginal line. 
(See p. ?5.) 

lUe Body. 

The Body of a letter consists of what the writer communi- 
cates, exclusive of the heading, introduction and conclusion. 

It should begin at the end of the salutation, either on the 
same line, or on the next line below. (See pp. *75 and 76.) 

The body of a letter should be divided into Paragraphs^ if 
different and disconnected ideas are expressed. All para- 
graphs after the first should begin as far to the right of the 
marginal line as the salutation. (See p. 76.) 
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The Conclusion. 

The Conclusion consists of the complimentary close and 
the signature of the writer. 

The Complimentary close may be Yours^ Yours truly ^ Yours 
very truly ^ Very truly yours^ Respectfully^ Yours respectfully^ 
Respectfully yours ^ Yours very respectfully^ or Very respectfully 
yours. 

The Signature consists of the Christian name and surname 
of the writer. Men may use initials instead of their Christian 
names. 

A woman should, in all cases, write her name in full, and 
when writing tb strangers, she should use her title, Miss^ 
or Mrs, 

The conclusion should begin near the middle of the first 
line below the body, its arrangement being like that of the 
heading. (See p. T5. ) 

If the address of the writer is not given in the heading, it 
should be placed after the signature. 

In official letters the address of the person addressed, is 
often put in the lower left-hand comer of the letter. 

The Superscription. 

The Su person! piion is the address that is put on the 
envelope. It consists of the name, title, and full directions 
of the person addressed. It should occupy three or four 
lines, and should begin about the middle of the envelope, 
near the left-hand edge, the upper or open edge lying from 
the writer. 

The lines should be parallel to the upper and lower edges of 
the envelope, and slope to the right, as in the heading and 
address, the last one ending near the lower right-hand comer. 

The spaces between the lines should have the same width. 
(Seep, n.) 

If the person addressed is in the country, the post-oflice, 
the county, and the state should be given. To avoid crowd 
ing, the name of the county may be put in the lower left-hand 
comer. (See p. "J 7.) 
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If the person is in a city, the door-niimber and street, the 
city, and the state should be given. The number of the post- 
office box may take the place of the door-number and street. 

The box number may also be put in the lower left-hand 
comer. 

The Folding. \ 

Take the sheet as it lies before you, the heading from you ; 
turn the bottom edge up to meet the top, making the edge» 
even ; turn the right edge over toward the left, about one- 
third the width of the sheet ; turn the left edge to meet the 
right folded edge, and press the folds together. 

Haw to Insert the Letter. 

Turn the back of the envelope upward, the opening toward 
the right, supporting it with the left hand ; then, with the 
right hand, insert the letter, putting the last folded edge first, 
the closed edges being toward you. 

The Postage Stamp. 

The Stamp should be affixed on the upper right-hand corner 
of the face of the envelope, at about one-eighth of an inch 
from each edge, with the edges of the stamp parallel to those 
of the envelope, 

Siiggestiona. 

TJse paper and envelopes of a good quality. Avoid fancy 
colored inks, paper, and envelopes ; but slightly-tinted paper 
and envelopes are not objectionable. 

If you are in business, have your letter-headings printed, 
and have your business address neatly printed on the upper 
left-hand comer of the envelopes. 

Couch all your letters in courteous terms. Respond 
promptly to all letters requiring answers. 

Adapt your style to the person and subject. Never use 
slang, and do not write anything imprudent or improper. 
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Select and apply your words with a strict regard to their 
proper meaning. 

When you desire an answer for your exclusive benefit, 
enclose a stamp. 

When remitting money or papers hy letter, specify the 
amount or papers. 

Letters of introduction and recommendation should not 
be sealed, if they are carried by the persons introduced or 
recommended. 

Do not begin every letter with an apology. 

Do not let your letters lie about opened, where any curious 
eye may see them. 

Do not indulge in flourishes, and do not bedeck your name 
with scrolls or other ornaments. 

Postscripts should be used sparingly. 

Keep copies of all important letters you write. 

Read your letters carefully before sealing them. Examine 
the directions, and see that the stamp is affixed before 
mailing a letter.
